°£ fjj^K^^I gentiallia. He described the poloroid as a male subject standing with his shorts 
pulled down' with an erect penis holding a ruier nex^t^hi^erect penis. After showing him 
the photograph Mr. Bartelt put the photograph away. iStfjB5^3^| states that after approximately 
f our hours of talking Mr . Bartel t asked him to go out for pizza and he did agree to do so. 

I to Lisa* s pizza and then ^yg^St^psJ asked kim to take him home which Mr. Bartelt did. 
states that at no time did they do any work that he was requested to do. 

felTlrCT states that he did not contact the Police Department immediately because he was not 
sure what to do. I asked him if Mr. Bartelt had ever conf ronted him with any sexually 
explicit comments or material with anyone else around and he stat ed no. He stated he thought 
it was because he was rather shy and did not know anyone else in the group. He states that 
he told his mother about the incident and that his mother thought that he should contact the 
Police so he did. He states that he wanted the Police to be aware of this in an attempt tc 
prevent this from happening to any younger children. It should be not ed that the Medical 
Explorer Group is run by Mr. Bartelt and that many juveniles and adults are in the program. 
The program also conslsts of male and female subjects, 

This is the first report of any questionable incidents happening with the Explorer Prograr 
at Mercy Hospital. I suggest that follow up be completed by attempting to get a list o: 
former members of the Medical Explorer Program and present members. It may be possible tc 
determine who the former member Dwayne would be and he could be questioned about hi. 
encounters with Mr. Bartelt. Also Mercy Hospital administration could be contacted t: 
determine how long Mr. Bartelt has ran the program and if he is involved with any o the 
programs other than the Medical Explorer Post.
